To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Cheltenham  Rural  District  Council, 

Mr,  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen^ 

I beg  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  for  1966  on  the  health,  environmental,  hygiene  and 
sanitary  circumstances  of  the  Rural  District, 

I am  indebted  to  other  officers  of  the  Council  for  much  of  the  material  from  which  the 
Report  is  compiled  and  especially  to  Mr,  L,  Gr-ogan,  the  Surveyor  and  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector  for  sections  dealing  with  the  work  of  his  department. 

The  annual  incr-ease  in  population  was  1,3^0  and  although  not  as  large  as  the  previous 
year  it  is  still  quite  substantial,  raising  the  total  population  to  39i.030o 

The  health  statistics  are  favourable  and  reflect  on  a healthy  and  thriving  community. 

The  Birth  Rate  at  19«3  per  1000  population  is  above  the  national  average  17-,7?  whilst 
the  Death  Rate  9o6  per  1000  population  is  below  that  for  England  and  Wales„11,7. 

Only  6 infants  under  1 year  of  age  died  during  the  year  which  gives  an  average  of 
8 such  deaths  per  1000  births.  This  infantile  mortality  rate  is  the  lowest  recorded  in  the 
Rural  District,  it  must  be  remembered  however  that  the  numbers  are  small  and  annual  fluctuations 
may  be  expected. 

Measles  was  again  prevalent  but  the  incidence  of  other  forms  of  infectious  disease  was 
extremely  light.  The  level  of  immunity  amongst  the  child  population  is  high  because  the 
response  to  campaign  for  immunisation  and  vaccination  has  been  good. 

During  the  summer  months  complaints  were  made  of  discolouration  in  the  mains  water 
supply.  The  problem  is  complex  and  difficult  and  is  under  constant  investigation  by  the 
North  West  Gloucestershire  Water  Board,  The  board  has  instituted  additional  treatment  of 
the  water  at  source  and  is  making  progress  in  a programme  for  cleaning  and  relining  the 
distribution  mains,  whilst  in  areas  affected  the  water  mains  are  thoroughly  flushed  out. 

Present  day  conditions  are  leading  to  rapid  development  of  intensive  fanning  methods. 

When  these  factory  type  units  are  in  close  proximity  to  dwellings  failure  in  management  is 
likely  to  give  rise  to  nuisances  from  drainage,  noise,  stench,  flies,  vermin  and  atmospheric 
pollution.  It  is  most  important,  therefore,  that  in  siting  such  units  due  regard  should  be 
had  to  existing  and  proposed  development. 

The  Council  built  97  dwellings  during  the  year,  of  these  37  flats  were  for  elderly 
people  and  incorporated  guest  bedrooms,  laundry  facilities  and  underfloor  heating,  A resident 
Warden  is  available  in  emergencies.  This  type  of  accommodation  enables  old  people  to  maintain 
their  independence  for  longer  than  would  otherwise  be  possible. 

In  conclusion,  may  I offer  my  sincere  thanks  to  members  of  the  Council  for  their  kind 
consideration,  and  to  the  staff  for  their  continued  help  during  the  period.

Food  & Drugs  Act  - Clean  Food  and  Food  Hygiene. 


Byelaws  made  under  Section  15  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955,  are  In  force  for 
securing  hygienic  methods  In  the  handling,  wrapping  and  delivery  of  food  for  sale  in  the 
open  air.  The  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  require  that  clean  food  should  be  dealt  with 
only  by  clean  persons  in  clean  permises,  using  clean  equipment. 

Food  shops  and  similar  establishments  are  inspected  regularly  to  ensure  that  food 
is  wholesome  and  that  the  premises  comply  with  requirements. 


NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT.  1948, 

Section  kl  - Removal  to  Suitable  Premises  of  Persons 

in  need  of  care  and  attention. 

National  Assistance  (Amendment)  Act  1951  ~ Section  1, 


These  Acts  give  local  authorities  power  to  apply  to  the  Courts  for  the  compulsory 
removal  of  aged  or  sick  persons  who  are  living  in  insanitary  conditions  and  are  unable  to 
provide  for  themselves  and  are  not  recelvi^ig  from  other  people,  proper  care  and  attention. 

It  was  not  necessary  to  make  any  application  to  the  Court  during  the  year. 

The  Home  Help  Service  and  Old  People’s  Welfare  Committee  are  of  great  assistance  to 
many  elderly  people,  enabling  them  to  carry  on  in  their  own  homes  even  though  they  have  been 
left  on  their  own. 

Old  People’s  Welfare  Committee, 

An  Old  People’s  Welfare  Committee  operates  in  the  area.  The  Committee  helps  to 
co-ordinate  local  Services  both  voluntary  and  statutory  for  the  elderly.  This  Committee 
has  proved  most  useful  and  members  act  as  visitors  in  their  own  area,  Mr.  W.  A.  G.  Acocks 
the  Clerk  to  the  Council  is  the  Hon.  Secretary  of  the  Cheltenham  Rural  Districts  Old  People’s 
Welfare  Committee, 

Families  at  Risk, 

The  scheme  agreed  between  the  County  Council  and  District  Council  for  the  rehabilitation 
of  Families  at  Risk  continued  to  operate  during  the  year.  Under  the  scheme  the  County  Council 

guarantee  73%  of  the  rent  if  the  case  is  accepted.  When  arrears  of  rent  are  such  as  to  render  a 

family  liable  to  eviction  from  a Council  house,  the  circumstances  are  reported  to  the  County 

Social  Welfare  Officer, 

Sixty-one  families  were  referred  to  this  officer,  59  were  accepted  under  the  scheme  and  in 
the  other  two  cases  because  homelessness  was  a possibility.

GENERAL  PROVISIONS  FOR  HEALTH  SERVICES,. 


Laboratory  Facilities. 

Samples  of  water,  milk  and  ice-cream  and  pathological  specimens  are  sent  for 
bacteriological  analysis  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Gloucester,  The  laboratory  is 
part  of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  no  charge  is 
made  for  making  use  of  its  services. 

Specimens  for  chemical  examinations  are  submitted  to  the  City  Analyst,  Bristol, 
or  to  the  County  and  City  Analyst,  Worcester, 


HOME  HELP  SERVICE. 

This  service  is  organised  by  the  County  Council  and  a charge  is  made  according 
to  a scale  of  assessment. 

The  Home  Help  takes  over  the  running  of  the  home  where  the  housewife  is  temporarily 
incapacitated  thixiugh  illness.  As  noted  elsewhere,  the  Service  is  very  useful  to  old 
people  who  can  no  longer  manage  because  of  infirmity.

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PUBLIC  SWIMMING  BATHS. 


Stanton  Open-Air  PooX« 

This  concrete  lined  pool  has  a capacity  of  70f000  gallons  and  is  situated  a few 
hundred  yards  to  the  east  of  the  village.  During  the  summer  months  it  is  in  constant  use, 
not  only  by  bathers  from  Stanton  and  the  surrounding  villages,  but  also  by  visitors  to  the 
Gloucestershire  Education  Authority's  Summer  Youth  Camp,  close  by. 

^lile  the  pool  is  maintained  and  administered  by  the  Parish  Council,  the  water  is 
supplied  by  the  Water  Undertaking.  Chlorination  is  carried  out  by  means  of  sulphate  of 
ammonia  and  chlorx>s  and  the  pool  Is  emptied,  thoroughly  cleansed  and  re-filled  at 
approximately  fortnightly  intervals.  Samples  for  bacteriological  examination  are  taken 
periodically. 


WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  supply  In  the  district  was  satisfactory  in  quantity  and  quality  throughout  the 
year.  Complaints  regarding  discolouration  and  sediment  were  received  and  the  North  West 
Gloucestershire  Water  Board  took  various  measures  to  overcome  and  deal  with  this  problem.

on  the  Work  of  his  Department  for  the  year  1966,. 


Mr,  Chairman,  Ladles  and  Gentlemen: 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Work  of  my  Department, 

The  activities  of  the  Council  have  been  maintained  during  the  year,  I have  listed 
the  various  duties  -under  separate  headings  and  endeavoured  to  give  an  indication  of  the 
extent  of  the  work  undertaken  by  the  department. 


HOUSING. 

The  number  of  new  dwellings  completed  in  the  district  during  the  year  totalled 
hkl,  of  these  350  were  erected  by  private  enterprise.  The  Council  completed  97  flats 
at  Shurdlngton, 

Taking  a figure  of  slightly  over  3 persons  per  dwelling,  it  is  estimated  that 
accommodation  was  provided  for  a population  of  approximately  1,/+00,  with  consequent 
increase  in  the  demand  for  services,  such  as  water  supply,  sewerage  and  refuse  collection. 

The  Council  has  continued  its  activities  regarding  improvement  grants  and  owners  of 
property  are  encouraged  to  make  applications  and  every  assistance  is  given  to  applicants. 
There  are  still  many  properties  in  need  of  improvement  and  it  is  hoped  that  in  course  of 
time,  the  majority,  if  not  all,  will  take  advantage  of  the  benefits  of  the  scheme. 

Repairs  to  Council  Houses. 

Repairs  to  Council  houses  are  generally  carried  out  by  direct  labour,  and  at  the 
end  of  the  year,  we  employed  a total  of  eleven  men  upon  this  work(not  including  the  --'

Improvement  Grants. 

During  the  year  18  applications  for  Discretionary  Grants  affecting  18  properties 
and  2h  applications  for  Standard  Grants  affecting  25  properties  were  approved.  The  total 
number  of  Discretionary  Grants  approved  since  the  Council  became  the  authority  for  dealing 
with  these  cases  has  risen  to  554  cases  affecting  638  properties  and  the  amount  of  grants 
approved  totals  £204,331  up  to  the  end  of  I966,  The  total  number  of  Standard  Grants 
so  far  approved  affected  172  properties  and  the  estimated  amount  of  grants  involved  was 
£25,909, 

The  results  have  in  all  instances  been  very  satisfactory  and  there  is  no  doubt  that 
this  scheme  has  enabled  accommodation  to  be  retained  and  thus  avoided  the  Council  having 
to  provide  more  houses.

Detailed  general  inspections  have  been  carried  out  during  the  course  of  the 
year,  but  bearing  in  mind  the  class  of  premises  found  throughout  this  Rural  District, 
the  contraventions  have  been  generally  of  a technical  nature,  i.e,  provision  of 
thermometers  and  explanatory  leaflets.
